CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 



The President Promulgates an 
Order Amending Them. 

HOW IT MO HI, N IB THIS CiTY. 



tsident McKinley bus promulgated 
the following important amendment to 
Civil Service Rule II: 

"No removal shall be made from any 
position subject to competitive examina- 
tion except for Just causes and upon 
written charges filed with the head of 
the Department, or other appointing offi- 
cer, and of which the accused shall have 
full notice and opportunity to make 
defense." 

He has also amended Rule III, so as to 
include within the classified service 
employes of all Customhouse offl 
without regard to the number of em- 



ber of employes was five or more. This 
order brings into the service sixty.five 
hitherto unclassified customs offices. 

The President has also amended Rule 
VI, making exception to examinations, 
as to read as follows 
"Custom house Service-One Cashier 
in each customs district, one Chief or 
principal Deputy or Assistant Collector 
acb customs district, one principal 
Deputy Collector at each sub-port or 

Internal Revenue Service— One em- 
ploye in each Internal Revenue District, 
shall act as Cashier or Chief Deputy 
Usistant Collector, as may be de- 
ined by the Treasury Department; 
Deputy in each Internal Revenue 
District where the number of employes 
le office Of the Collector exceeds

— A report has 
been received from Wm. Mcyera Lit- 
tle, consul at Tegucigalpa, Honduras, 
enclosing a copy of the treaty that has 
been signed by the representatives of 
nv« Central American states or the re- 
publics of Guatemala, Casta Uica, Nic- 
aragua, Houduraa and falvador. 
It goes into effect September IV 
lhc union is named the Repub- 
lic of Central America, and the 
countries forming It will now 
lake the names of states Last year, 
when the republics of Honduras, Nic- 
aragua and Salvador forme I them- 
selves into the "Greater Republic" of 
Cea'rai America, provision was made 
tor tne admission of Guatemala and 
Cvista Rica, which has now been ac- 
complished The treaty is similar to 
that made last year, except that its 
provisions aro extended an I consider- 
able legislation is enacted in it lor the 
e; jvernment Of the now republic. The 
M public has the power to nominate 
diplomatic and consular officers and to 
receive foreign envoys and to give ex- 
equatur to foreign consuls to issue 
passports to ministers and envoys of 
foreign nations and to withdraw exe- 
quatur of consul* The confederation 
is called the "Republic oi Central 
America." 

The government of the uew republic 
is vested iu a chief of states, who la 
elected from each of the states in 
phabeticil order and shall hold

cent conference of Attorney General 
W. & Taylor and State Treasurer O. 
W. Long, who compose the state board 
of valuation and assessment, it was 
decided, it is said, to levy a franchise 
tax on all the railroads operating iu 
the state. 

The tax will be SUX cents on each 
S100 of the valuation of the franohise, 
which valuation will be fixed by the 
board. I his will be regardless of 
property on which the roads now pay

will net the state millions of dollars 
aud will be suflicieut to clour it of all 
debt

PlTTSliunon. Pa,, July 30 -Oak mil. 
in the vicinitv of Turtle creek, Plum 
creek and bandy creek mine* of Dear- 
mitt, was invaded after midnight by 
nn army of atriker* who came to at/- 
tend the great mass meeting to be 
held near the mines Thursday. It 1* 
estimated that by daybreak there 
were several thousands miners en- 
camped upon the hill surrounding- the 
property of the New York and Clove- 
land lias and Coal Ca's property. 

They came from every direction, 
headed by bra»s bands. Large dele- 
gation* arrived from Willocus, Oas- 
tonville, Kinleyvllle and other points 
slodg the Wheeling divisions, nearly 
all of them carrying heavy walking 
sticks and some were armed. There 
were no threat* of violence howovcr, 
aud no indication* of drinking. Many 
were supplied with food enough to last 
two days. 

Immediately upon reaching Oak Hill 
the strikers prepared for camp. The 
•ccnes around Turtle Creek after mid- 
night were strange. Poorly clad miners 
stretched themselves out in Iho softest 
spots they could find and slept with 
arms folded under their heads tor pil- 
lows. The squads from each mine 
camped together. Each detachment 
was in charge of men selected 
before the march was begun, who 
acted as officers. The foreigners had 
their own officers, and the English- 
speaking mtners theirs. Orders were 
implicitly followed. 

In the valley leading up from Turtle 
creek to one of the New York aud 
Cleveland mines the company had a 
powerful searchlight It was kept 
shifting about in hope* of Hanking 
any movement of the strikers to creep 
within reach of the mine ununown to 
the deputies, who guarded every ap-

The stamps 
used In the cloth returned from Eng- 
land ore in violet ink and scarcely dis- 
tinguishable. The Liverpool merchant 
says that a great quantity of filled 
cheese is cow shipped abroad and sold 
as other cheese, as the marking re- 
quired by the government is done so 
badly that the cheese is not supposed 
by the buyers to be tilled.
